THE NORTHWEST BILL. 

Mr. Epitor: It is a matter of regret to 
notice in your issue of Ist instant, that you 
wish to throw cold witer, on the efforts of 
the minister of the Interior, with reference 
to the present iniquitous Prohibition Law of 
our Territories. 

The law in question was made, as you are 
aware, so that the Indians only, might not 
yet liquor, This was several years prior to 
the Territories being open for settlement 
Atthe timeit was put into force, it was 
yood, and answered the purpose, but it now 
stands as arelic of the barbarism that then 
existed, but no longer exists, and isa blot on 
the intelligence, and liberties, of the whole 
population. It was never meant as a tem- 
perance act, and should have been done 
away with, like other useless acts, which are 
made forthe time being only, and as soon as 
they are found of no use, on account of the 
advance of civilization, are amended, 

It has been one of the greatest drawbacks 
that the Territories have been burdened with. 
It has retarded the settlement in every way, 
keeping out wealthy, educated and intelliy- 
ent settlers, that to-day would have been a 
credit to this, orany other country, but who 
Were not accustomed to be dictated to by 
any uncivilized law—(made for the guidance 
of savayes—not intelligent human beings.) 
It has beea the means of keeping the farmers, 
and country generally poorer by several 
hundred thousand dollars yearly. 

The Edmonton district alone, it is said, 
has spent between $50,000 and 360,000 yearly 
for some years past, for liquor, and beer, and 
the freight of same, from Ontario and Mani- 
toba. 

The settlers in) the Territories all labor 
under the false impression, that there is no 
direct tax that they have to pay. They are 
wrong, there is no civilized cotintry under 
the sun where they have +o pay such a 
heavy direct tax on one of the principal pro- 
ducts of the country, as we have on barley 
If the value is 85c or 40¢ per bushel, then the 
tax isthe same, as we are prohibitted from 
the manufacture of its products, and there 


fore there is hardly a farmer who woul! not f 


have been as well off avain as he is if we 
had a cash market for barley for home con- 
sumption alone, without saving anything 
about this distfict’s being able, as iti, to 
furnish other portions of the Territories, 
which have not our grand soil and producing 
capacity. Looking at the law, as it now is, 
and cover will be, no matter what prohibi 
tionists think to the contrary, there is 
nothing in it morally It cannot be made 
& tomperance country by law. No one with 
any sense of justice, or love for the ad vance- 
ment of the Territories, will remain quiet 
and bear a yoke, degrading to every sense of 
uy anhood A voke that the provinces of 
Nova Seotia, New trunawick, Prince Ed 

wares Island, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba nor 
British Columbia, are not asked to bear, and- 
for what reason?

The chief's name is Ki-an-de-wais. They are 
originally from the eastern part of Manitoba 
and are notable hunters, being not only self 
supporting but prosperous, The outfit here 
at present has several carts, lignt wagons 
and buckboards and a large band of horses. 
The horses will not be taken through to 
Slave lake, but will wintered wherever a goou 
locality can be found, This band and the 
Jasper House Lroquois are the only Indians 
within treaty limits who are self supporting. 
They are compelled to move about greatly as 
they clean out the game from any district in 
which they camp for a season.
